The  Pastorius  aims,  with  the  crest  of  the  lamb  (indicating 
what  was  later  to  be  the  American  branch  of  the  family)  is  prefixed 
to  The  Book  of  Lam'bsprinck,  a  famous  alchemical  treatise  as  yet  not 
definitely  da'ted,  but  at  the  very  latest  of  the  first  years  of  the 
seventeenth  century.   The  author  stresses  the  nobility  of  his  family 
''Lambsprinck"  is  possibly  the  name  of  the  town  (in  Hanover,  Germany) 
where  the  author  may  have  lived.

When  C-ustavus  Adclphus  captured  the  town,  the  soldiers  were  quarter- 
ed in  the  house,  which  was  upon  the  horse-market,  and  plundered  it, 
driving  the  children  out  with  their  naked  swords.   The  father  rode 
to  Mayence  to  make  complaint,  but  again  fell  into  the  hands  of  the 
Swedish  soldiers  and  was  driven  out  naked  and  so  badly  beaten  that 

a  few  weeks  afterwards  he  died.

Melchior  Ada.m  Pastor ius  was  a  scholar,  author,  and  traveller, 
besides  his  official  positions.  At  the  age  of  nine  months  he  was 
nearly  drowned  with  his  mother  in  the  Rhine.   Later  he  was  driven 
from  his  father's  house  by  soldiers  of  Gustavus  Adolphus.   He 
studied  poetry  and  rhetoric  at  Erfurt,  and  philosophy  at  Wurtzburg; 
travelled  to  Cot ha,  Fulda,  Frankfort,  Mayence,  Aschaf fenburg,  and 
Wurtzburg.   On  August  26.  1644,  he  entered  a  college  at  Rome; 
graduating  four  years  later  as  Lit.  Doctor.  He  then  travelled  thence 
to  Vienna,  France,  and  Nancy;  was  arrested  as  a.  spy  at  Meaux,  but  was 
released  by  passports  and  letters  from  Cardinal  Mazarin.  At  Paris, 
he  found  so  much  tumult  that  he  kept  to  his  room,  where  he  wrote  four 
little  books;  and  left  on  June  12,  1649  for  Amiens,  Lyons,  Geneva, 
and  Be.sle  ,  At  Sommerhausen  he  was  converted  to  the  Lutheran  faith 
and  married  for  the  first  time.   Learned  in  law  and  theology,  he  then 
settled  at  Windsheim,  of  which  he  wrote  a  history,  and  where  he  held 
many  offices,  including  those  of  burgomaster  and  Superior  Judge. 
Here  he  married  for  the  second  time,  the  third,  and  the  fourth.

Mather;  author  of  the  first  protest  against  slavery  in  this  country; 
author  of  the  first  encyclopedia  in  this  country;  author  of  the 
first  school-books  in  Pennsylvania;  master  of  seven  languages;  a 
friend  of  William  Penn;  poet;  etc,. etc,;  and  hero  of  Whittier:s 
Pennsylvania  Pilgrim.  FoT  ^is  Hie,  see  Marion  Dexter  Learned1  s 
Life  of  Francis" Daniel  Pastor-jus  (Philadelphia,  1908)  . 

The  site  of  the  dugout  in  which  he  first  lived  when  he  came  to 
America  has  recently  been  found  by  Drc  Albert  Cook  Myers,  secretary 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission.   It  is  on  the  Stanfield 
Playground,  3  Front  Street,  (west  side,  near  South)  below  Lombard 
Street,  Philadelphia...   A  tablet,  erected  by  the  Commission  in  1924, 
reads:  "Francis  Daniel  Pastorius  /  Founder  of  Germantown  / 
1651-1719  /  Built  here  in  1683  /  On  a  Lot  102  Feet  front  /  a  dugout/ 
*  his  first  American  home  *  /  in  which,  October  25,  1683,  /  the 
thirteen  original  settlers  /  of  Germantown  /  drew  lots  for  their  new 
homes  /  He  placed  over  the  door  /  Tins  inscription:  /  "Parva  Domus  / 
Sed  Arnica  Bonis,  /  Procul  este  prophani"  /  !iA  little  house  /  But  a 
friend  to  the  good,  /  Keep  away,  ye  profane"  /  at  which  his  guest  / 
William  Penn  laughed."   This  is  theonly  known  record  of  Penn! s 
laughing.

III.  WILLIAM  LEVERING",  son  of  Wigard  and  Magdalena  (Bokers)  Levering, 
was  born  May  4,  1579  at  Muhlheim  on  the  Ruhr  and  died  in  August  or 
September,  1746  at  Roxborough,  Pennsylvania.

William  Levering  was  the  very  intimate  friend  of  Johann  Seelig 
(Sehlee,  or  Sealy),  gentleman,  alchemist,  astrologer,  hermit,  and 
pupil  of  John  Kelpius,  to  whom  he  was  second  in  the  Kelpius  community 
of  mystical  alchemists  on  the  banks  of  the  Xissahickon.   Seelig  lived 
in  a  cave  on  the  Levering  farm;  his  death  is  recorded  in  the  Levering 
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'.<ible  (April  26,  174-5,  aet„  77);  all  his  estate  went  to  William 
Covering,  including  a  scale  with  gold  and  silver  weights,  5  Bibles, 
;.-:'•  books,  10  books  by  Jakob  Bohme,  120  books  in  Latin,  Dtuoh,  and 
<  reek.   On  his  deathbed  he  directed  that  his  divining-rod  be  thrown 
i.:i1;o  the  water;  when  the  person  who  had  agreed  to  do  so,  returned 
calmly,  Seelig  insisted  that  the  divining-rod  had  not  been  treated 
v„rf  he  had  directed.   He  was  right;  and  when  at  last  the  divining-rod 
was  thrown  into  the  water,  it  exploded  with  a  loud  noise.   Such,  at 
least ;  is  the  legend,   Seelig  was  buried  just  at  sundown,  according 
go  the  custom  of  the  alchemical  community,  while  a  mystical  incanta- 
tion was  thrice  repeated,  and  a  dove  released.

VII  SAMUEL  PASTORIUS,  son  of  Daniel  and  Sarah  (Shoemaker)  Pastorius,     £ 
was  bom  September  13,  1747  at  Germantown,  died  September  6,  1798  at 
Philadelphia,  and  was  buried  with  his  wife  at  the  Friends'  Burying 
Ground  in  Germantown. 

He  married  Sarah  Lincoln  on  November  28,  1771,  at  St.  Michael's 
and  Zion  Church,  Philadelphia,   She  was  a  daughter  of  Abraham  and 
Rebecca  Lincoln.   She  died  September  11,  1798  at  Philadelphia. 

Samuel  Pastorius  was  a  carpenter  at  95  Callowhill  Street,  Phil- 
adelphia. He  and  his  wife  died  within  five  days  of  each  other, 
during  the  famous  yellow  fever  epidemic  of  1798  at  Philadelphia..

I.  WILLIAM  WILSON  was  born  at  Stewartstown,  County  of  Tyrone,  Ireland, 
about  1713.  His  ancestry,  however,  was  Scotch;  the  northern  counties 
of  Ireland  were  occupied  by  the  Scotch  Covenanters  at  the  time  of  the 
battle  of  the  Boyne,  and  a;:ong  them  were  William  Wilson's  ancestors. 


One  family  tradition  states  that  the  Wilsons  were  descended  from 
the  younger  son  of  an  Irish  barony;  that  the  elder  branch  died  out; 
but  that  the  papers  proving  the  descent  of  the  American  branch  were 
destroyed  by  a  bribed  lawyer.   Another  tradition  connects  the

•et",  "Agnes",  and  "Thomas"  are  the  names  of  the  emigrant's 
first,  second,  and  fourth  children;  this  fact  strongly  supports  the 
Wilson  tradition, which  is  recorded  by  Mr.  Warren  S.  Ely,  historian  of 
Bucks  county. 


William  Wilson,  emigrated  from  Stewartstown  in  1732,  when  13  years 
old.   Stewartstown,  in  the  parish  of  Donagheny  and  the  province  of 
Ulster,  some  82  miles  northwest  of  Dublin,  has  long  been  noted  for 
its  very  suoerior  linen  cloth.   William  Wilson  followed  the  trade  of 
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a  weaver  when  he  reached  this  country.  His  house  here  was  on  the 
site  later  occupied  by  Joseph  Wharton's  greenhouses,  a  short  dis- 
tance fro::i  Old  York  Road* 

On  April  3,  1739,  at  the  Abington  Fresbyterian  Church,  he  married 
Hannah  Hart.  Her  parentage  has  not  been  determined;  but  the  in- 
evitable inference  is  that  she  was  closely  related  to  the  family  of 
John  and  Eleanor  (Crispin)  Hart,  as  (1)  both  the  Wilsons  and  the 
Harts  lived  in  the  same  vicinity;  and  (2  )  such  names  as  Silas, 
Euphemia  Reese,  and  Ann  or  Nancy  Folwell  are  found  in  both  families.

II.  (Captain)  SILAS  WILSON,  son  of  William  and  Hannah  (Hart)  Wilson 
was  born  November  28.  1754,  died  at  Philadelphia  on  August  5,  1819, 
aged  65,  and  was  buried  at  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Phila- 
delphia.  He  lived  at  337  north  Front  Street,  Philadelphia. 

On  May  14,  1778  he  married  (l)  Margaret  Woolverton,  who  was 
born  August  29,  1758  and  died  September  20,  1803  "at  3  in  the  morn- 
ing", according  to  the  family  Bible.  Her  parentage  has  not  been 
ascertained;  but  we  may  guess  from  the  name  of  the  youngest  child 
that  her  father  was  Morris  Woolverton;  and  as  there  are  very  few 
Woolvertons  in  Philadelphia,  but  many  in  ETew  Jersey,  we  may  suspect 
that  she  came  from  that  state  .   When  she  was  buried  at  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church,  Philadelphia,  she  was  designated  as  "a  stranger'.'. 
Her  stone  (since  removed  to  lit ,  Vernon  Cememtery  in  1899)  reads: 
"Within  this  silent  Repository  lie  the  Remains  of  Margaret  Wilson 
Wife  of  Silas  Wilson  who  departed  this  life  September  20th  1803, 
aged  45  years  and  22  days."

WOLF  FAMILY 

There  are  many  Wolf  families  in  and  about  Philadelphia  and  German- 
town;  nobody  yet  seems  to  have  had  sufficient  courage  to  attempt  to 
disentangle"  them.   The  following  article,  from  W.H.Egle's  Notes  and 
Queries,  1397,  p.  189,  may  bo  a  clue  to  some  future  investigator:

Michael  Wolf,  the  emigrant,  came  to  Pennsylvania  in 
1754 c   On  the  same  vessel  were  others  of  the  same  name, 
probably  rela.ti.ves.  Although  ''ichael  was  a  German,  he 
nevertheless  was  a  resident  of  Amsterdam,  Holland,  for  I 

some  years  prior  to  his  emigration  to  Pennsylvania. 
Upon  his  a.rrival  in  America,  he  proceeded,  to  Bethel 
township,  Berks  county,  where  he  became  a  landholder 
in  1755.

The  earliest  ancestor  of  Mary  (Wolf)  Pastorius  who  has  as  yet  been 
positively  traced  is  George  Wolf  of  St.  Michael's  Lutheran  Church  of 
Germantown.   It  is  possible  that  he  was  a  son  of  Balthasar  and 
Magdalena  Wolf,  who  attended  the  same  church,  and  had  a  son  named 
George;  but  the  probability  seems  to  be  that  George  Rolf's  mother 
was  named  Elizabeth,  not  Magdalena.

WUNDER  FAMILY 

This  name  is  spelled  Zander,  Wanner,  Wanter,  Conner,  Wonter, 
Wunder,  lunner,  and  Wuntere  The  Wunder  records  are  to  be  found  in 
tjtie  German  Reformed  Congregation  and  in  St..  Michael's  Lutheran  Church 
(feermantown) ;  another  branch  is  recorded  in  the  Trinity  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  of  Reading,  Bucks  county,  Penn.  A  tradition  of  the 
family  vaguely  claims  connection  with  Anneke  Jans  of  New  York,  but 
this  has  always  been  uncertain,  andlhe  proof  -  if  there  be  any  -  is 
not  forthcoming  at  present* 

I.  JACOB  WUNDER,  the  emigrant,  was  born  in  Lower- Lustadt,  Middle 
Palatinate,  Germany,  according  to  his  will.   The  record  of  his 
death  (at  the  German  Reformed)  proves  that  he  was  born  Januo.ry  7, 
1727.  He  may  have  been  the  Jacob  Wunder  who,  with  Christian  Wunder, 
reached  Philadelphia  on  the  "Polly"  (Robert  Porter,  master)  from 
Rotterdam,  last  from  Cowes,  qualifying  August  24,  1765  (see  Egle's 
Foreigners  Who  Took  the  Oath  of  Allegiance,  page  471) .  As  only  the 
heads  of  families  were  named,  we  cannot  say  what  wife  and  how  many 
children  he  brought  ever  with  him.

Jp.cob  Wunder,  widower,  married  Anna  Maria  Breitenbach  on  August 
30,  1795  at  St.  Michael's  Lutheran  Church,  Germantown;  he  named  her 
in  his  will.  By  her  he  seems  to  have  h?d  no  children,  as  the  only 
child  of  his  recorded  at  his  church  was  buried  before  the  second 
marriage:  a  son,  buried  September  4,  1767,  aged  five  months  and 
three  weeks.   The  record  of  the  births  of  theother  children  have  not 
been  found. 

Jacob  Wunder  died  July  15,  1812,  aged  85  years,  6  months,  1  week, 
and  2  days.  His  will  was  dated  at  Germantown,  January  14,  1812,  and 
was  allowed  August  3,  1812.   It  is  to  be  found  at  the  Philadelphia 
City  Hall,  Administration  Book  L,  p  20,  no  153.

As  an  expert 
un- smith  he  mas  in  great  demand;  he  was  the  first  person  to  cast  a 
cannon  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  -  this  he  did  at  his  furnace  in 
Chester  (Montgomery)  county.   On  May  6,  1777,  he  received  his  com- 
mission as  Colonel,  being  given  command  of  the  Sixth  Battalion. 
Lord  Howe  is  said  to  have  offered  h   200  for  him,  alive  or  dead.   On 
July  13,  1779,  he  was  appointed  Justice  in  Northumberland  county, 
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where  he  continued  ic   a  gunsnith.  His  gre"  t  mechanical  skill  intro- 
duced hia  to  Dr.  Priestly  (who  mentions  hin  in  his  Memoirs,  page  195, 
as  a  "man  of  mild  -and  amiable  manners"  with  a  good  knowledge  of  me- 
chanics derived  from  his  own  experience,  and  a  vast  fund  of  inform- 
ation on  many  subjects,  which  Dr.  Priestly  "frequently  found  useful 
to  resort  to").   For  Dr.  Priestly,  he  made  many  delicate  philosoph- 
ical instruments.   In  1767  he  was  released  as  Director  of  the  Falkner 
Swamp  Church,  but  his  large  donations  continued  until  1778.  He 
risked  and  lost  his  fortune  in  the  Revolution,   On  April  10,  1810, 
the  township  of  Allegheny,  Huntington  (now  Blair)  county,  7/as  re- 
named ANTES  "in  testimony  of  the  high  regard  which  this  court  enter- 
tains for  the  memory  of  the  late  Colonel  Antes,  of  the  town  and 
county  of  Northumberland,  as  well  on  account  of  his  Revolutionary 
services  as  of  his  personal  worth,  talents,  integrity,  and  piety." 

On  May  1,  1755  he  married  (l)  Barbara  Tyson,  daughter  of  Peter  and 
Catherine  Tyson  of  Towamencin  township 0   She  died  February  6,  1775 
at  Frederick  Township,   He  then  married  (2)  Catherine  Schuler, 
daughter  of  William  and  Elizabeth  (Tyson)  Schuler,  on  August  17,  1775; 
she  survived  him,  and  died  December  15,  1816,  at  Selinsgrove,  Penn, 
aged  71 . 

By  Barbara  (Tyson),  his  first  wife,  Colonel  Antes  had  - 

A.  Christina  Elizabeth,  born  January  22  (baptized  April  10) 
1757;  died  October  13,  1763. 

B.  MARIA,  born  February  14  (baptized  February  15)  1760,  sponsor 
Elizabeth  Dotterar;  confirmed  June  3,  1775,  aet  15;  ma.rried 
Christopher  Sunder,  April  19,  1791.

July  8,  1305  of  a  fall  from  a  cherry-tree. 

By  Catherine  Schuler,  his  second  wife,  Colonel  Antes  had  - 

E.  Cathrina,  born  July  3,  (baptized  July  13)  1777;  married  on 
June  12,  1796  Simon  Snyder,  Esq.,  of  Selinsgrove ,  afterwards  Governor 
of  Pennsylvania;  died  at  Lancaster  county,  March  15,  1810. 

Note:  Mr.  Dotterer's  error  concerning  Maria  Antes,  was  to  confuse 
her  with  Anna  Maria  antes,  daughter  of  Wilhelm  and  Christina  Antes, 
born  August  14,  1763;  married  Christopher  Dering;  migrated  to  North- 
umberland county,  Penn.;  died  November  22,  1822.   The  Maria  Antes  who 
married  Christopher  Wunder  was  named  simply  "Maria"  on  her  birth, 
baptismal,  and  marriage  records.
